A. NATIONAL. ASSET. 


The uppéal.of Mr. Montgomery Irwin, in a 
recent issue of the /rish Zimes, that the im- 
portance of the pig industry should haye more 
attention directed to it than it has recently 
been given calls for attenticn, though we may 
point out that it not infrequently obtains 
space on this page.

CAN IT REPLACE REAPER 
AND BINDER? 


Through the enterprise of the Institute of 
Agricultural Engineering of the University of 
Oxford, demonstrations have recently been 
given in connection with the present corn 
harvest in England of the combine Harvester- 
Thresher. ‘This machine threshes the corn 
ac the same time as it cuts it, so that the 
corn can, if necessary and desirable, straight- 
way bé sold for milling. 


Speedy Work. 

The first demonstration of it was given.on 
a large downland field of wheat in Wilt- 
shire. The surface was undulating and the 
crop was a good one, fairly ripe, though not 
quite so ripe as to give the best results for 
this machine. The weather was fine, the 
sun and wind having dried up traces of the 
rain which had fallen earlier, and the con- 
citions of the trial were altogether pleasant. 
It may be said at once that the machine did 
its work steadily, smoothly, and without any 
serious hitch, he corn was cut and passed 
through the thresher, the grain being de- 
livered into sacks, whilst the straw was 
separately collected. Twenty sacks an hour 
were being filled, which meant that well over 
two acres were being cut and threshed every 
hour, and this notwithstanding the uneven 
character of the ground. 

This compares very favourably with the 
out-turn from a travelling steam threshing set 
for threshing alone. The grain as bagged 
was not dry enough for keeping in bulk, and 
was later passed through a drying plant 
which the Institute. had at Boss | The set 
of the machine was rather high, and missed 
a féw heads of grain in the cutting, more, 
probably, than would have been missed by 
the ordinary binder, though ‘some of the 
straw was certainly broken down through 
the crop being thin and rather over-ripe for 


ordinary: harvesting. The machine would do’ 


best with a stiff-strawed, upright-headed 
variety, such as Swedish Lron or Yeoman, 
especially when sown fairly thickly. With 
etraw like reeds and the heads growing as 
level as a billiard table, the cutting would be 
much) more even than was possible in this 
the first demonstration. 


How It Saves Labour. 


The saving of labour through the use of 
the machine is, of course, very considerable. 
It is claimed that two men can at a pinch 
work the combination, one on the tractor and 
one attending to the bags. But it looked 
rather as if,three or four men would be 
ordinarily required to do the job properly; 
one driving the tractor, another regulating 
the machine, and the remaining one or two 
attending to the sacks and releasing the 
straw when it was inclined to jam. But 
when the labour and time involved is com- 
pared with that required in ordinary harvest- 
ing with the separate operations, the 
economy is evident. What exactly it is 
reckoned to amount to will be shown when

demonstration is available. 

‘IA the meantime, the opinion of 
farmers attending the trials was interesting. 
There was plenty of criticism, of course, but 
no more, perkaps, than one would expect; 
no more, perhaps, “than attended the intro- 
duction of the reaper-binder. It was freely 
said that corn became dead ripe in the field, 
and,” therefore,’ fit “for” harvesting “by “this 
machine, in comparatively few seasons in 
England; that it left too long a stubble, 
that in wet seasons the condition of the 
ground would make the working of the 
machine difficult, if not impossible, *hat it 
left the straw in a mess, and, therefore, in 
a state less suitable for profitable use; and 
that it could only be suitably used on laage 
farms for large acreages. It is possible that 


all these and other objections may be able 


to be dealt with by adjustments or improve- 
ments in the machine, but in any case most 
‘of. them would. appear -to weigh but lightly 


| against the manifold advantages of using the 


machine where it can be used. Everybody

Che Irish Harvester. 


In one sphere of modern industry, at 
least, the Irishman is still supreme, and 
that is as a harvester. Otherwise, one 
could hardly account for the fact that 
while in many parts of England there are 
thousands of unemployed miners who 
are anxious to eke a pittance by assisting 
with the gathering of the crops, the Eng- 
lish farmer still maintains his old prefer- 
ence for the Irishman. 

In the North of England particularly, 
the majority of the temporary harvesters 
have crossed the Irish Sea. Most of them 
are regular visitors who have performed 
the work for many successive years, and 


this fact weighs greatly with the 
employer. 
“The Irishmen,” said one farmer, 


“come year after year, and know the 
work: They come in the early summer 
for hay-time, and stay for the harvest. 
When that is finished, some stay for the 
sugar beet harvest, and some never go 
back home, even for the winter. They 


it, and so they get the job.’’ 

On the face of it, it certainly seems 
incongruous that, while several thousand 
Yorkshire mimers have gone to Canada 
under the recent agreement for the Cana- 
dian harvest, Yorkshire farmers are 
engaging the Irish workers, but the 
reason, as I have indicated, is that for 
several decades the Yorkshire farmers 
have depended on the Irish harvester for 
the: gathering of their crops. 


MCilk By Motor. 


I notice that the majority of Dublin 
dairymen now convey their milk by motor

WHO RAISED THE 
SCOTS GREYS. 


WEDDING OF DESCENDANT OF 
ROMANTIC FIGURE, 


A notable incident in the history of Scot- 
land was recalled by the wedding yesterday 
at Binns, Linlithgow, the ancient home of 
the Dalyell famliy, of Major Gordon Loch, 
of the Political Department of the Govern- 
ment of India, to Miss Eleanor Dalyell, only 
daughter of Sir James and Lady Wilkie 
Dalyell. 

Binns, which was built in the seventeenth 
century, was the home of General Thomas 
Dalyell (1599-1685), who, towards the close of 
his long and most romantic caréer, raised at 
Binns in 1681 the Reyal Scots Greys, Britain's 
oldest dragoon regiment. The record of his 
career, as set forth in the “ Dictionary cf 
National Biography,” rivals in the number cf 
its stirring episodes many a work of fiction. 

In early life General Dalyell took part in 
the Rochelle Expedition of 1628. Later he 
was banished from Scotland. Taken prisoner 
at the Battle of Worcester in 1651, when 
Cromwell inflicted a crushing defeat on 
“harles II., Dalyell was sent to the Tower 
of London, He escaped to the Continent in 
the foilowing year. 


OUT IN THE ‘54. 

We next hear of him as assisting in the 
Scoitish Rebellion of 1654. Afterwards he 
entered the Russian Army and fought against 
the Turks and Poles, and acquired the 
soubrijuet of ‘The Muscovy General.’’ 

His severance from Scotland, however, was 
but temporary, for we find him back again in 
that country as commander-in-chief. At the 
time of this appointment (1666) the Crom- 
wellian period had passed, and Charles II. 
was firmly seated on the throne. Dalvyell’s 
loyalty to the Stuart cause was symbolised 
by the fact that after the execution of 
Charles I, he never shaved his beard. 

Dalyell’s tenure of the command-in-chief 
continued for many years. Meanwhile (in 
1667) he was appointed a Privy Councillor. 
Nine years later he was elected to the 
Scottish Parliament, as M.P. for Linlithgow, 
and continued to sit until his death in 1683.

Hundreds of thou- 
sands of leaflets were scattered broadcast 
over the country, proclaiming the advan- 
tage of purchasing tickets for this or that 
firm. Thus, in one of them, which is in 
the writer’s possession, Messrs. Branscomb 
and Goodman, proprietors of the ‘‘ Lucky 
Lottery Offices,’’ No. 11 Holborn and 
No. 11 Cornhill, proclaim the fact that 
they sold the ticket No. 24,206, which won 
£50,000 in the last English lottery; and 
| that one-half share was bought by a club 
| of twenty industrious men, held at the 
Flying Horse, Lambeth street ; one-fourth 
share by a young lady in Holborn: one- 
eighth by an offrcer’s lady; one-sixteenth 
by Mr. Russell, a dyer; and another 
sixteenth by two servant-maids, one at 
Islington, the other-at Stratford, Fssex.

THE SAUSAGE BONUS. 


To such an extent did the craze for 
lotteries grow that in the latter half of 
the eighteenth.century “there were lottery 
magazines, lottery tailors and dressmakers, 
lottery glovers, hat-makers and tea- 
dealers ; lottery snuff and pig-tail makers ; 
lottery barbers, who promised, on payment 
of 3d., to shave you and give you a chance 
of being paid £10; lottery shoe-blacks; 
lottery ordinaries, where, for 5d., one 
might obtain a plate of beef and the 
chance of winning 60 guineas; lottery 
oyster-stalls; where 3d: yielded a dozen 
oysters and a remote prospect of 5 


guineas; and even a sausage-stall, where: 


you might, by purchasing a farthing’s 
worth of sausages, gain a bonus of 5s., 
should the fates prove kind. 

Many amusing and romantic stories are 
told of these days of lottery madness. 
When. in 1767, a prize oí £20,000 fell to 
an Abingdon publican, we are told :— 
“The broker who went from town to carry 
him the news he complimented with £100. 
All the bells in the place were set a-ring- 
He called his neighbours, and 
promised to assist this one with a large 
sum, that one with another. He gave 
away plenty of liquor, and vowed to lend 
a poor cobbler money to buy leather to 
stock his stall so full that he should not 
be able to get into it to work ; and, lastly, 
he promised to buy a new coach for the 
coachman who brought him. down the 
ticket, and to give a set of as good horses 
as could be bought for money.”’ 

It was in the same year, too, that a lady 
in Holborn, whose husband had presented 
her with a _ lottery-ticket, indulged her 
anxiety to win to the extent of getting the 
Vicar of St. Andrew’s to announce from 
his pulpit that ‘‘ the prayers of this con- 
gregation are desired for the success of a 
person engaged in a new undertaking.’’

THE MYSTERY OF LIFE.

Sir,—Like many others among your 
readers, I was surprised to see your 
prominently placed exposé of Proféssor 


Donnan’s lecture to the British Association. 
Professor Donnan states that Dr. A. V. Hill 
has discovered that the living protoplasm is 
not static, but dynamic, that cells need 
oxygen and some type of food-stuff.. These 
facts are known to all ‘first-year medical 
students and to most educated persons who 
cannot claim to be scientists. I do not know 
the nature or extent of Dr. Hill’s researches— 
they probably relate to very fine measure- 
ments of the food and oxygen input and 
energy output of tissues ina living and 
moribund condition; but. the suggestion that 
they provide (a) the understanding of the 
mystery of life, or (b) the means to mann- 
facture cells or living protoplasm, is certainly 
incorrect, and, one must say in justice to 
Dr. Donnan, outside the scope of his lecture. 

Those of us who, professional biologists, 
have been engaged for years in the study of

: Mr. McCourt said that the Act was chiefly 
‘ntended for cities like Birmingham and Man- 
chester, but was totally unsuited to the 
provincial towns in Ireland. 

“THE UNFORTUNATE BORDER.” 

Fvidence in support of the application 
was given by Mr. Kelly, Dublin organiser 
for the Union, who stated that the great 
majority of the shop-owners in the town 
desived that the order should be made. A 
few vears ago an agreement had been come 
to providing for the closing of the shops 
at nine o'clock. That arrangement had 
worked well until lately. when some of the 
shops had broken through the eement, and 
the result was that there was dissatisfaction. 
Only a few of the small shops had refused 
to sign the memorial asking that the order 
should be made. 

Mr. McCourt, solicitor, said that the 
Connell that he represented objected to the 
order for the reason that the present was not 
the proper time to harass the shopkeepers, 
who had been through a trying time.

EVIDENCE AGAINST HUSBAND 


IN LONDON BIGAMY CASE. 


Michae] Cullen (30), labourer, described as 
of Exning road,..Canning Town, who had 
surrendered to the Gloucester Police, was 
charged on remand at West Ham Police 
Court, London, yesterday with bigamy.

When he 
came to London he met Miss Florence Met- 
ealfe and married her at the West Ham 
Register Office on July 3, 1926, thinking that 
the Dublin marriage was not legal as he had 
not got the consent of his parents, | 

Florence Edith Metcalfe Said that she did 
not know Cullen was married until he had 
surrendered to the police. Since the marriage 
Cullen had supplied her with adequate money, 
and had been kind to her. She had been 
very happy with him. There was one child. 

Annie Cullen, living at St. Mary’s terrace, 
Rathmines, Dublin, said she was married at 
the Roman Catholic Church, Donnybrook. 
Cullen told her that he was 16,4 In 1918, 
when he was invhlided, she was fiving with 
her mother at St. Mary’s terrace, Rathmines, 
and he stayed with her until he was sent to 
England to be trained as a cinematograph 
operator. While he was away he had sent 
her money at different times, the last amount 
being £2 about a fortnight ago. 

Cullen, who pleaded not guilty and re- 
served his defence, was committed for trial 
at the Old Bailey. His- wife, who had come 
from Dublin in the morning, was instructed 
by the police to return in the evening. Her 
fares were paid by the Clerk of the Court.

The Most Rev: Dr. :MacRory was -en- 
throned with due ceremonial as Roman 
Catholic Archbishop of Armagh and 
Primate of All Ireland in St. Patrick's 
Cathedral, yesterday.

From OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. 


ARMAGH, Wednesday. 

The great interest of the Roman Catholics 
of Armagh and surrounding district in the 
coming of. Archbishop MacRory to fill the 
Chair of the Primatial See of All Ireland was 
further manifested in connection with the 
ceremony of inducting and placing him in full 
charge. of the archdiocese to-day. The cere- 
mony in the cathedral, although simple, was 
most impressive, and was marked by scenes 
of great fervour. The spacious cathedral was 
filled by the clergy and laity. 

The Bull issued by the Pope, appointing 
Dr. MacRory, was read by Monsignor Quinn, 
Vicar-Capitular, and after the Archbishop 
made his profession of faith, as required by 
Canon law, the students of St. Patrick's 
College, the clergy, secular and regular, and 
the members of the Chapter in choral dress, 
preceded the Archbishop in processional order 
from the Chapter-room to the front door of 
the cathedral, where he was received with 
the prescribed ceremonial, Under a hand- 
some canopy, which was borne by six citizens 
of Armagh—Mr. T. McLaughlin, J.P.; Dr. 
Kerr, Mr. T. Martin, Mr. Vincent McKee, 
Mr. J. J. Caffrey, and Mr. E. McAvinchey— 
the Archbishop, in full canonicals, was con- 
ducted to the sanctuary, where he knelt in 
prayer at the foot of the High Altar. 

After the singing of the Ecce Sacerdos 
Magnus,, and the Te Deum, the Archbishop 
was conducted to the archiespicopal throne, 
and the clergy went to give their submissives 
by kissing his ring, and professing their 
loyalty and obedience. 

The Archbishop then gave Benediction of 
the Blessed Sacrament, and the religious 
ceremonies were concluded. 


THE PRIMATE’S ADDRESS 


ESCHEWING POLITICS. 


The Archbishop then entered the pulpit 
and addressed the congregation. He said 
that before they separated he wished to say 
that even on this great day, as well as ever 
since his appointment to the exalted position 
to which he had been raised, his feelings were 
pretty mixed. He was, of course, deeply 
sensible of the very great honour conferred 
upon him by their Most Holy Father 
Pius XI., and he was grateful to him for it, 
the more so hecause he was keenly conscious 
| of his own great unworthiness. “Í am grate- 
ful also to the priests and people of this great 
archdiocese,” he continued, “ for the extra- 
ordinary warmth of the congratulations I 
have received from them from every ccrner 
of it; and I am particularly grateful to the 
people of Armagh and its neighbourhood for 
the glorious demonstration of last: night : such 
a demonstration I, at any rate, never wit- 
nessed before on such an occasion. 
AT HOME. 

“TT am glad that I am here at home 
in my native archdiocese, though I have a 
great love—and I shall always cherish that 
love—for the magnificent diocese I am 
leaving. Yet, in a way, I am glad, and very 
glad, to be back among the scenes of -my 
boyhood. But, dearly-beloved, side by side 
with these thoughts and these feelings of 
gratitude and .pleasure, there is a feeling of 
apprehension, if not of fear, at the thought 
of the responsibility—the increased responsi- 
bility—that must attach to .a position so 
exalted as that in which I am now placed. 
And, moreover, I am stepping into the place 
of a great and holy and illustrious man, the 
loss of whom-—gentle and prudent, and 
greatly gifted—many of you, I am sure, have 
not yet ceased to mourn. 

“These words will help to explain to you 
why my feelings are not all of gratitude and 
joy. However, I am encouraged by the 
thought that I am sent here by the Holy 
Father, the Vicar of Christ, and I, therefore, 
expect to receive from Almighty Gci the 
grace and help that are necessary to dis :harge 
the duties of such a position worthily. I am

prayers of priests and people—and I know 
that I shall have them. Vithout the co- 
operation of priests and people a bishop could 
do but little; with it he could do wonders 
for the clory of God, for religion, and for 
the sanctification of souls. If we save our 
souls it does not matter much what else we 
gain. Our Lord has told us:—‘*‘ What does 
it profit a man to gain the whole world if 
he suffer the loss of his own soul?” 


ATTITUDE TO POLITICS. 

I am here to help the promotion of the 
salvation of souls. I am not here to teach 
politics even if I were able—which I am 
not—nor to interfere, even as a rule, in 
political things, unless they have also a moral 
bearing, unless I conscientiously consider 
that some question of faith or morals is at 
least remotely involved. [I am not here as 
a bishop for these things; I am here to help 
the Church’s work of saving souls. May 
the Virgin Mother of God, the feast of whose 
lorious name we celebrate to-day, intercede 
or me; may St. ane whose name I bear, 
protect me; may St. Patrick, in whose Chair 
I am to sit, and in whose Archdiocese 1 
am privileged to rule, obtain for me, that, 
working in harmony with priests and people 
to promote the glory of God and ihe salva- 
tion of souls, [ may win my own eternal 
crown, and efficaciously help those whom 
God has entrusted to my care to win theirs.

The two ex- 
ceptions are Monsignor Segrave and Canon 
McNally, than whom, however, I have among 
you no warmer or more esteemed friends.” 
‘This time twelve-month nobody dreamt 
that the great Archdiocese would so soon be 
widowed by the death of the illustrious Prince 
of the Church, who then filled so worthily 
the chair of St. Patrick, Never had his 
remarkable ability and tact been seen to 
greater advantage than at the Synod held in 
Maynooth during August of last year; when, 
to all human seeming, it appeared as if he 
had still before him many fruitful years. He 
was called away in the full vigour of his mind 
and in the midst of his labours.”’ 
Continuing, Dr. MacRory said that it was 
a great consolation and a great joy to him 
to have received the address. It would con- 
tribute not only to his happiness, but to what 
was of greater moment, namely, his chance 
of success and the promotion of God’s glory. 
HEAVY RESPONSIBILITIES. 
“I know,” he said, “that I take on heavy 
responsibilities, and am called upon, as your 
address rightly reminds me, to maintain high 
traditions. Believe me, those traditions are 
vividly before my mind. He should be a poor 
Catholic, a poor lrishman, who could take up 
the position I am taking up to-day in this 
ancient city and Archdiocese without having 
his emotions stirred by the thought of those 
traditions. Armagh has been famous, ' not 
merely since the time of St. Patrick; it was 
famous seven hundred years before that. Less 
than two miles from where I stand stood the 
Palace of Macha of the Golden Hair, and 
near it was the campof theCraobh Ruadh, or 
the Red Branch Knight—a camp which seems 
to have been for six hundred years in Pagan 
Ireland the chief centre of romancé and the 
nursery of chivalry. 
Macha’s name still’ lives in» the name of 
your city—Ard Macha—and, I believe, the 
memory of the Craobh Ruadh is still pre- 
served in the name of a townland in 
this parish—Creeveroe. But the fame of 
pagan Armagh has been eclipsed by the 
superior glory and fame of Armagh Christian. 
Well may you say that the man who takes 
his place in such a line, in such a city, has 
high traditions to maintain. But I put my 
trust in God, Whose power is made perfect 
in infirmity, that He will strengthen and 
sustain my weakness; and, encouraged by 
the whole-hearted co-operation of the 
Cathedral Chapter and of all the_ priests of 
the Archdiocese, I face the future hopefully. 
The address was engrossed and illuminated 
in Celtic characters by the nuns of the 
Presentation Convent, Drogheda, and it was 
enclosed in an embossed leather case, tooled 


by Miss Curran, the Technical Schools, 
Drogheda.

On 
an average some 500 visitors pass through 
Killarney every week day during. the 
summer months, and 500 on every Sunday. 
Lucerne sees 10,000 visitors a day. It is 
certain that our island, on Europe’s brink, 
never can expect so large a touring traffic 
as a beauty spot in Europe’s heart; but 
the contrast between Killarney and 
Lucerne is altogether too sharp.
